the trails and the few roads could be 
traveled.” 


Reverting to the change of condi­ 
tions in eastern Indiana. Haynes re­ 
calls when lie wrote his first letter 
on foolscap and sealed it with wax. 
“ One of the first stamps 1 saw 
was pinned on a letter, the sender 
writing under it, “ paid if the d--- 
tiling sticks.’ ” 
Haynes claims a 
personal 
ac­ 
quaintance with Abraham Lincoln. 
“ I was at his home in Springfield 
several times. 
lie was very witty 
One day a man told him •» lortg story, 
after which Lincoln said: 
‘1 
never 
heard anything of which that re­ 
minds inc.’ ” 
Haynes helped build the first rail­ 
road into Richmond and rode on the 
first train that entered 
the 
city. 
During the t ’ivil war he was active 
in the Underground Railroad, help­ 
ing slaves from Ohio stations to tin* 
one maintained at Fountain City in 
the northern part of Wayne countv.
